SCHOOL BOARD. 


We have the honor to present to the citizens of New Hamp- 
ton the following report, it being the third report under the 
new law.

It has been the purpose of the School Board to give the full- 
est information possible concerning the schools of New Hamp- 
ton. For this reason two tables of statistics have been prepared. 
One gives the results for each term, the other for the year. 
Aecording to the enumeration of the selectmen, there were last 
April 158 children in town between the ages of five and fifteen 
—boys 78, girls 80. According to the registers, there were 
enrolled 198 children kelonging to the town—boys 96, girls 102. 
Of these, two were under five years of age, and twenty-one over 
fifteen. Thus there were 175 different pupils in school between 
the ages of five and fifteen, a number exceeding the selectmen’s 
enumeration by 17. This increase is to be accounted for by 
several families moving into town after the enumeration was 
raken. Only one is reported as not being in school between the 
ages above mentioned. ‘Thirty-six children in town have at- 
tended the New Hampton Institution, according to the last @at- 
alogue. Inthe summer there were twelve schools under the 
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care of the Boa'd, inthe fall, ten It was deemetl best to have 
no school in the fall in either No. 10 or 15; with these two ex- 
ceptions eavrh school had the same number of weeks of instruc- 
tion for the year, viz., 17. The average length of all the schools 
for the year is. 15,5 weeks, last vear it was 19.1. The average 
- length in the county last year was 23 weeks, and in the seven 
towns that bound New Hampton 23.42 weeks. Only one town 
in the seven was less than New Hampton, and the average there 
was 17.16 weeks, a hizher average than New Hampton has this 
vear. The number of weeks forall the schools exclusive of No. 
9 (Union District), is 169; last year, 191. The reason of this 
is that for the first time in miny vears the town failed to ap- 
propriate the usual $300 above what the law requires. This 
action has embarrassed the Board, for it was necessary not only 
to lessen the number of weeks of instruction, but also the aver- 
age wages of teachers. The average wages per month last vear 
was $21.75; this year, $20.47, vet for the county the average 
last year was $27.11, and for the seven towns that bound New 
Hampton, $25.55. _ Only one town in these pay less than New 
Hampton ‘These things onght not so to be. New Hampton 
ought not to do less fo her children than other towns of like 
grade. We cannot expect to compete with towns of large vil- 
lages with well graded schools from the primary department to 
the high school, but we shall suffer in reputation and char- 
acter, if we do not equal or excel the adjoining towns that 
possess no better facilities than ourselves, but todo this there must 
be a larger appropriati»n of money to secure more weeks of in- 
struction and more efficient teachers. And yet, concerning 
teachers, we have no great reason to complain when we consid- 
er the wages we pay and theshort terms of school we offer. 
Some of the teachers were faithful, painstaking, and deserved 
better places than we could give them. The Board has reasons 
to believe that there has been general satisfaction in the dis- 
tricts where the several teachers taught. ‘Those who have been 
the most dissatisfied have been the members of the School Board. 

In the smaller schools the discipline has been easy and the 
order good, but in some of the larger ones there has been more 
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or less confusion from lip study and other causes. To ascer- 
tain whether or not there might be improvement in these re- 
spects, one member of tle Board visited twenty-three schools 
in different parts of the state to observe the methods of teach- 
ing, discipline and general deportment. What was observed 
was this: That while some schools were noisy, restless, trou- 
bled witb lip study, hand raising, looking backward, and noise 
from slate falling, the use of crayon and the movement of body, 
yet in a majority of them there was good order, freedom from 
lip study and unnecessary noise. What is to be especially 
noted, teachers generally dispensed with text-books in asking 
questions. They knew what they were to teach and taught 
what they knew. Those teachers had a variety of exercises, 
singing for the whole school, military drills, blackboard exer- 
cises, object lessons. This variety of exercise broke up the 
monotony of the school room, and prevented the necessity of 
dismissing the small children before the close of the school. 

It is true that the results reached in these graded schools can- 
not to the same extent be secured in mixed ones like our own, 
‘but a vast improvement can be made, and some of these trou- 
bles that annoy can be removec® One great need of the hour 
is uniform text bo -ks. and a set of these provided for every 
teacher. No teacher can do justice to the lessons to be taught 
without some study of them, however much experience he may 
have, but we cannot insist that he buy them as long ax every 
school may have different books, nor cun we altogether insist 
that he teach without one in hand, if none are furnished him to 
study. ‘The various text-books used in town, where there are 
more than one hind, are given, that the lack in uniformity may 
be seen. They are as follows:

Whether or not free text-books should be provided by law 
for pupils as well as teachers, certainly they should be uniform 
in the interest of parents, children and teachers. 


It is evident there is need of improvement in the classification 
of studies It is prubable that a majority of the children will 
receive all the education they will ever hive in the public school. 
Be it so, or not, the number in Grammar, History and Compo- 
sition, is far too small. They are needed as a preparation to 
enter higher grades of school. If such a course of study is 
never taken. there is so much the more need that they be stud- 
ied in the common school. More than three-fifths of the pu- 
pils this year are above ten years of age, vet less than two-fifths 
studied Grammar, only about one-eighth studied History, and 
not one in fourteen Composition. Physiology is required by 
law to be taught orally or otherwise to all the pupils. This 
was strongly enjoined upon the teachers, but the result is that 
only about one-third of the pupils were thus taught. It is 
- probable the children themselves select largely the branches 
they study, and therefor discard what they dislike. The adop- 
-tion of free text books may help to a better classification in our 
ungraded schools. 
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After all, the greatest hindrance to the success of our 
schools is irregularity of attendance. Some are not ready to 
enter when the term begins, others leave before the term closes. 
Still others are irregular from the beginning to the end of the 
term. The absences from this latter class are nearly as numer- 
ous as those of the former. ‘The aggregate is 5,608 half days 
—560 school weeks. The average is 26 half days or two and 
three-fifths weeks to every pupil enrolled in all our schools. 
This is an alarming statement. It interferes sadly with our 
success. It renders almost worthless the schooling of those 
who are very irregular, retards the progress of those who are 
constant, and influences some to become irregular who 
otherwise would not be. It lowers the general average, dis- 
courages teachers, and dishonors our schools and our town. 
Our State Superintendent declares these irregularities to 
be the pests of the school. He compares them to rust 
and mildew. and the annoying and marring work of in- 
sects. Rightly he makes parents largely responsible for it. 
He says, ‘‘In every town there are parents who, either too ig- 
norant to appreciate, or too selfish to regard the interests of so- 
ciety, or the welfare of their children, will. for the paltry value 
of a child’s labor, or to gratify its love of play, become the con- 
scious or unconscious agents in disturbing the discipline, breaking 
down the classification, and destroying the usefulness of schools 
by causing or allowing their children to be continually irregular 
in their attendance.” 

In contrast with this is the fact, that in the summer term 68 
pupils out of 175 were perfect in attendance. This is more 
than 38 per cent. ‘The record is far from being as good in the 
fall term, for only 42 out of 187 were never absent, a little 
more than 22 per cent. There were 30 for the year who were 
never absent. 

The Board began their year with the purpose that each mem- 
ber should visit every school once, and if a new teacher was 
employed the second term, then twice, that each might person- 
ally observe the work of every teacher. While the law requires 
wo visits for each term, which would make 44 in all, the Board 
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made 8&1 visits, or nearly four for each term of school. The 
visits of others exceed considerably the number last year. 
There were 365 this vear, 297 last year. It would be well, if 
the date of these visits we e recorded in the register, that it 
might be known how many visits were on the days of ordinary 
school work, and how many on ‘tparade days” of public exhi- 
bition. It will be observed that in seven out of ten districts 
where there were two terms of schgolg, the same teacher taught 
hoth terms. It is not the fault of the Board that the number is 
not even larger than this. A change of teachers the same 
year, unless a more efficient one is secured, is a detriment. Of 
the fourteen teachers employed, four taught for the first time. 
Two have received Normal instruction. 

Our school houses are poorly equipped for teacher’s work. 
Only one has a globe and that an old one; only three have wall 
maps. No. 4 has seven, No. 5 has five, No. 13 has one, and 
the maps are generally in a dilapidated condition. No school 
house has a clock, library, reference book, or any other illus- 
trative apparatus. All the school rooms are not well supplied 
with blackboards, and many of them'are poor in quality. The 
estimated value of all these equipments is but $25, a little over 
two dollars for each school. Comment is needless. The aver- 
age estimated value for each town in the county for all appara- 
tus exceeds $200. 

Our school houses as a whole are not creditable to the town. 
They rank all the way from good to worthless. It was expect- 
ed a new school house would have been built in time for use the 
fall term in Nos. 1 and 6, and thus supercede two worthless 
ones, but the location was-contested and thus delayed its build- 
ing. However, it is now under contract to be ready for the 
next term of school. 

For want of school houses a school was taught in a_ private 
dwelling house the summer term in No. 10, also for both terms 
in Nos. 8 and 12. For this latter place we recommend that a 
sufficient amount of money be raised to buy a lot and build a 
school house, for there is great need of it, and besides the 
room rented this past year for school purposes can no longer be 
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had. The school house in No. 15, also in No. 16, and one 
side of the house in No. 7, have been shingled the past year. 
One thousand dollars could well be laid out on our school 
houses, painting outside and inside, replacing the old-fashioned 
home-made double seats, with the more commodious single 
seats, and other improvements that need not be mentioned. 
But as long as there is a new school house to build each year, 
we have heart to recommend only what is imperatively demand- 
ed. Yet, when the estimated value of all our school houses, 
sites, and furniture is but $3.300, less than $300 for each, it is 
clearly evident that our good name will suffer if we do not fur- 
nisb our children neat and attractive, well-located school houses, 
sufficiently equipped for all their needs. ‘The average value 
for each school house in the county is $819. For the towns 
that bound New Hampton, $672. Good school houses are a 
recommendation to any town. Werecommend tbat our school 
houses be re-numbered so that two numbers may not be applied to 
the same school, as 1 and 6 and 8 and 12. ‘There is no fitness 
in having No. 16 near Hill and No. 17 near Ashland. “Again 
certain numbers have dropped out, in consequence of changes 
made in the past, as 2 anil 14. Will it not be well to have the 
numbers correspond to the situation, as it now is? There sre 
other nveds, but we dare recommend nothing more. A graded 
school in New Hampton village is needed, it would help won- 
derfully in classification and general efficiency, but this would 
mean another sch ol house, a thing devoutly to be wished, but 
the mere hope cf it must be deferred. 

What to do with our districts of few pupils is a problem ever 
before us, crying for solution, but no s lution comes. Six 
schools, one half our number, had from four to twelve pupils, 
the aggregate was only 49. ‘wo schools could easily accom- 
modate them, but distance prevents. If there could be an en- 
tire re-location of school houses, seven or eight would answer 
our purpose with no serious inconvenience to any. Let our 
aim be toward the best, saving what we can and as much as we 
can as the years go by. This much we can do, make each 
year an improvement on the preceding.
